We pray thee, O God, that we who have 
believed and have been baptized in thy 
thrice holy name, of Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, and who have hereby been 
brought by the one Spirit into the mystical 
body of thy dear Son, may no more remain 
as weak, sickly, or unprofitable branches, 
but by looking unto him as the true Yine^ 
and knowing oi;ir root and fatness to be 
in him, into whom we have been grafted^^ 
we may bring forth the fruits of good and 
godly living in all things to the glory of 
thy name, who art our Father and hea^ 
venly Husbandman^ so that at the end we 
may not be cut out or removed from our 
place and interest in him. O that we may,

by a lively faith contiaue to abide in him, 
that his words may abide in us, that we 
become not as trees whose fruit withereth, 
without fruit, twice dead ; but contrari- 
wise yield abundantly to thee the rich 
and precious fruits of thy Holy Spirit, 
which shall follow us and be reaped into 
eternal life.

O thou incarnation of eternal Life, 
thou incorruptible bread in whom our 
life is hidden and laid up as the pot of 
manna in the worldly sanctuary of old, 
we wait in longing expectation for thine 
appearing, that we may be revealed with 
thee in glory. Meanwhile do thou, O 
Father of heaven, feed us with that bread 
of godliness, that it as a life may be nou- 
.rished and sustained in us. Look upon 
him who was slain for us, and who now 
ever liveth as our abiding sacrifice in thy 
divine presence ; and let thy Holy Spirit 
which animates his flesh descend and 
feed U9 therewith, that he may be as 
our meat that endureth unto everlasting 
life, and that \Ye may grow up in his 
nurture, and be strong in him and in the 
power of his might to resist and over- 
come all the wiles of the devil, the en- 
ticements, allurements, and vanities of 
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this world, which are at enmity with thee, 
and all the ungodly desires of the flesh 
and of the mind which do so prosper and 
prevail ia this evil and untoward age. 

O heavenly Father, grant that we thus 
overcoming by thy grace all our deadly 
enemies, may be privileged to draw near 
and eat of that hidden manna which is 
laid up before thy glory in the person 
of the Son of Man, who hath ascended to 
that place which he occupied with thee 
before the worlds were. 

And, O thou eternal and holy Father, 
w^ho hath not only constituted him as 
our incorruptible food, but hast also made 
him our cup of blessing and salvation, 
the joy and rejoicing of our hearts, grant 
that the Spirit of God and of glory may 
now by faith rest upon us, to refresh and 
mafke glad as with the wine of the king- 
dom the heart of God and man, in a most 
holy and blessed communion. O that

for most honourable before thee, O Father, 
are the death and resurrection of thy 
Holy One, for thereby hast thou broken 
all our bonds ^nd our chains. So let us 
now, most merciful Father, shew forth his 
death and his resurrection, until all weak- 
ness and sickness be put away from us, 
and the last enemy, death itself, may be 
destroyed by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ, that they who sleep in their 
graves and dwell in the dust may speedily 
be awakened by the voice of the Son of 
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Man, and come forth and sing the song 
of victory and triumph over hell and the 
grave ; and that we who are ^live and 
remain may be changed by thy wonder- 
ful act of transubstantiation,whereby thou 
wilt caase the corruptible to assume the 
incorruptible form, and mortal to put on 
the immortal ; so that we may appear in 
the image of his glorified humanity, and 
thus behold and partake of the reward 
of the righteous and godly in that day 
when thou wilt come forth from thy place 
to judge in the earth and to punish the 
inhabitants thereof for their iniquity and 
ungodliness. 

O most faithful God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christy seeing then that thou 
hast given us such things to look for^ 
stir thou up within us a diligent spirit, 
that we may wait upon thee, and that 
the desire of our souls may be to thy 
name and to the remembrance of thee, 
that we may live in all holy conversa- 
tion .and godliness^ and be found of him 
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at his appearing iu peace without spot
